DANGER IN NEWLY BUILT 
HovusEs.—There is too great haste 
in occupying a house after its com- 
pletion. In many places there. is 
such demand for dwellings, and 
often business apartments, that, as 
soon as finished, they are occupied. 
This is especially true of small 
dwellings. There is more danger 
in this than is sopposed, There is 
no health in dampness and mould 
under any circumstances, aud in 
living apartments, where the ten- 
dency is toward poor ventilation, 
the dampness of newly finished 
houses contributes largely to ill. 
health. In the town Basle, Switz- 
erland, a regulation has been adopt- 
ed which prevents newly built 
houses from being occupied until 
four months aftercompletion. Un- 
der mavy circumstances, so long a 
time as above specified is not nec- 
essary, but it ie often well toerr on 
the side of safety. Thesize of the 
house, -its lecation, surroundings, 
‘the material used, and the state of 
the weather enter into the consid- 
eration of the time necessary in 
which a building should become 
softiciently dry for occupancy. 


CHAT AND OHAFF. 


Uncle Henry Coleman, the ven- 
erable messenger at the attoruey- 
general’s office, has quite an_inter- 
esting history. He was born a 
slave in Faquier, Oo., in 1818, and 
came to Washington in 1851 after 
purchasing himself and wife for 
$2,250. He was twice sold on the 
auction bleck. in Richmond, Va., 
and his last owner was a French- 
man, named Breyant, who was 
very sympathetic man. Uncle 
Henry had been married but four 
months when he was sold, and 
Breyant, who liked him very much, 
purchased his wife without ever 
baving seen her so that the two 
could be together. Uncle Henry 
was first appointed a messenger in 
the Interior Department under 
Sec’y Thompson in 1858, where he 
remained until after the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln. Secre- 
tary Harlan, of Iowa, who was sec- 
retary of the Interior in 1865, wish- 
ed Uncle Henry to purchase out of 
his scant earnings a livery and 
drive his private carriage without 
extra compensation, on the ground 
that he and his wife had done a 
great deal for the colored race. 
Uncle Henry expressed the hope 
that the honorable secretary and 
his amiable wife would get their 
pay in the other world for any ser- 
vice they had rendered tae colored 
race, and promptly sent in his res- 
ignation rather than bumiliate him- 
self by doing work of a private ser- 
vant for government pay. He ap- 
plied tor and secured the appoint- 
ment of messenger to the Attorney- 
General, James Speed, and he has 
done duty in that capacity ever 
since. He is generally lit ed by the 
heads of the department and always 
has a pleasant word and a smile 
tor bis associates and friends. 

Uncle Henry koows great 
many public men, and is full ot an- 
ecdotes about those with whom he 
has been thrown in contact. He 
has always been an outspoken re- 
publican and a man. He was asked 
shortly after the new attoruey-gen- 
eral was sworn in, if he had spoken 
to him about keeping his place and 
he repliet “No. If the attorney 
general will let me aloue I will let 
him alone. [bave got along that 
way through a good many of them 
and I bope to get through this 
one.” A few days after this the 
son of ex-Attorney- General Gar- 
land appeared at the department 
and requested Uncle Henry to show

AN EQUITABLE DISTRIBU- 
TION, 


In last weeks issue, we, took 
occasion to wae the importance, 
of an equitable distribution of 
Federal patronage among the Gol- 
ored people upon such a basis as 
will insure the largest race benefit 
and most wide spread satisfaction 
We argued that the be-towal of 
many small fficves woulddo more 
good in tre way of sustanti«l 
help and race advancement than 
the bestowal of a very few large 
ones. Weclaim that some of our 
colored aspirants objected to this 
policy, on the ground that it sub- 
stantially waived all claims to due 
hon rs which should rightfully 
accrue to the colored people by 
reasuvo of their party fidelity and 
fitness. They urge that em» lu- 
ment is not the only thirg neces- 
sury to satisfy the colored people. 
That the cvlored people are! 
entithd to recognition in the 
higher offices is granted. Every 
sensible colored man in the coun- 
try desires to see hig race honored 
by Ingh official ree »gnition. 

We ure in favor ot the bestowal 
of these honors. But that is not 
the whole matter. Hitherto re 
publican presidents have deemed 
it quite si fficient to dole out a tew 
ordinary offic: s to few extruordina- 
ry colored men, and have thought 
this meagre recognition quite 
satisfactory to the race. And, 
while it can justly be said that the 
fidelity of the colored man ‘to the 
party is not and never has been 
conditioned upon prospective 
official recognition, yet, since men 
are giveo places of emolument and 
honor on account of their repre- 
sentative character, it is but 
reasonable that no distinction 
should be expected when the cases 
of colored representatives are 
considered. The colored voter is 
learning to expect all that belongs 
te him and will probably direct 
his course in the future in @ man. 
ner which will be best calculated 
to obtain it. And in the light of 
experience as it tas been furnish—- 
ed by previous administrations, 
the question is, which is to be 


substantial aid in the hands of 
thousands, or one which places 
some two or three colored men 


in office of considersbie honer| 


and emolument? Ifthis question 
was fairly answered, the colored 
people would have both a goodly 
number of bigh offices and a much 
larger number of small ones. 

It is true that We expect to see 
a departure on the part of Presi- 
dent Harrison. Butif there be 
any doubt as to the policy of 
giving a ful! share of patronage 
jet 1t be understood that the 
policy of giving a few offices to a 
tew socalled |lraders does not 
meet either the desires or the 
demands of the colored people. 
There is a growth ot young thiuk- 
ing men who can and will do 
much during the next four years, 
who should be encouraged and 
assisted, It is neither desirable 
nor profitable to ignore them, and 
we think that Mr. Harrison es- 
timates the value of this rising 
element. And it will not be 
difficult for our president to do 
justly by us. He makes over 
100,000 appointments, each of 
which controls on an average of 
ten other appointments. With a 
million appointments, directly 
and indirectly at his disposal, it 
would seem that the coloured peo. 
ple’s claim might easily be allow. 
ea. How emall it must eeem to 
give to a class of citizeus holding 
tue bulanee of power in the most 
important republican states, but a 
few dozens of offices, large and 
small all told, when there ure such 
resources to draw from! Let the 
negro have justice. Place him in 
positione where hecan show - his 
capacity and make bimself meas- 
ureably independent and he will 
soon show that he is progressive 
in every sense which that term 
implies. Let the manliness and 
bravery of our president be mani- 
fested in a square, pretty thing and 
he will do honor to himself and 
bestow a lasting benefit on a strug- 
gling race. Give usa few large 
offices and fill up the measure 
with a goodly number of small 
ones, or else a full measure of 


MRS. HARRISON’S CABINET. 


Mrs. Harrison, wife of the president, has 
shown her regard for the colored peo by 
discharging every colored ser-ant at the 
White House and putting white help in their 
stead. This is the first time in e history 
of the government that such an act has been 


is a straw which shows the direction of the 
wind, It shows that Mrs, Ha rison has no 
use for colored people. While that is her 
privilege, it was hardly to be expected in 
the wife of a republican president. 

While the president was forming hie 
cabinet, he had a host of advisers who sug- 
gested that the proper thing to do was to 
make his term popular by giving the people 
a white man’s government. Thus far the 
president has accepted the 8 tions. 
When Mrs. Harrison made up her cabinet 
—kitechen cabinet—she evidently concluded 
to follow the same policy. Hence the negro 
had togo, There isa white man’s govern- 
ment at the capital now, from the blue room 
to the kitchen, both rooms included.—Chi 
cago Conservator.

We have received letters from 
Chicago, Ill, to the effect that the 
colored citizens voted solidly for 
the democratic mayor as a re- 
buke to the adminisration.

No colored manin Alabama is 
regarded as being decent enough 
to enter the Birmingham confer- 
ence and not one has been invited 
to attend. But among the white 
men who have been invited to par- 
ticipate in this great undertaking 
to make the Republiean: party of 
Alabama ‘‘respectable” are some 
well known men of questionable 
political methods, 

Oaptain Edmuads of the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, ‘‘a con- 
servative Republican” being inter- 
view ed by the Birmingham ‘‘Chron- 
icle” in regard to this movement 
said : 

‘‘T have seen” said the captain, 
‘an article in one of the city papers 
in regard to a secret letter said to 
have been written by Lew Parsons 
and others, calling for a msettng in 
this city on the 10th of April. All 
that I know about the matter ig 
that a short time ago a number of 
leading Republicans met in the par- 
lors of the Palace Royal Hotel, and
